In urging upon the attention of the 
countrj^ the .importance of opening 
commtinication with the interior so as 
to retain amongst our own population 
the bulk of the monies expended here 
in the construction of the Island sec- 
tion of the transcontinental railway, 
we did not refer to a very cogent point 
of the argument — one •which, it would 
iseem to us, lends to our side of the 
discussion considerable force. In a very 
brief space of time the country will be 
called on to face the National Policy of 
the new Federal Government. That 
policy is one of protection to the farmer 
and manufacturer. It is fair to assume 
that additional duties on flour, beans, 
grain, pork, etc., etc., will he imposed; 
and as nine-tenths of those descriptions 
of articles consumed in the Province are 
impoi'ted from tho other side, it will be 
seen that in addition to paying tribute 
to the Americans for the necessaries of 
life we shall also contribute heavily in 
the shape of duties to the Ottawa ex- 
chequer. Thus an additional reason 
exists why this Government, in the 
course of its negotiations with the Ot- 
tawa Government, should urge the im- 
portance of opening an avenue to a 
market for tho farmers of the Mainland 
by the commencement of a railway 
from Yale to Savona, simultaneously 
•with a road from Esquimalt to Na- 
naimo. It is absurd for any nvm to 
exclaim, "Oh! there would be no use in 
asking. The Government -would not 
hear of it." How do these qidduncji 
know that! When did they become 
gifted with the prescience that enables 
them to confidently announce what 
will or will not be acceptable to the 
Canadian Government) It has been 
frequently stated that Canada owes 
Columbia many millions of dollars for 
breach of the railway covenant, and 
could the money thus owing bo better 
applied than in the development and 
opening up of the country? At any 
rate, there is no harm in asking, and, 
so far from .suggesting that the coun- 
try accept "half a loaf,'' wo have urged 
the importance of asking a loaf and 
a-half, in lieu of past delays and dis- 
appointments.

I am 
asked "if I do not sei! tlia t my speech at (X- 
tawa is rather coatradictoryi'' I think 
ii little e.^cplanation -will prove that it is 
not BO.^ ■ In advocating a survey of 
Pino River pass and immediate con- 
struction via Bute Inlet, I must pkad 
guilty to the merit or demerit of favoi'- 
ing that route wliich, if finally adopted, 
must go by Fort George, a point, com- 
mon to either Pine River Pa.ss or Yel- 
low. Head. You will therefore see 
that should construction bo commenced 
at Bute simultaneously with a survey 
of Pine River, and should this pa.ss be 
impracticable, then avo fall back on tho 
alternative route via Yellow Head 
Pass. There would be no occasion to 
tear up rails, there would be no waste 
of time or materials; the railway could 
be completed from Bute to Fort George, 
thence by Pino River Pass or Yellow 
Head, whichever should prove the 
more favorable route of the two. One 
great argument iu favor of Pine River 
is the superior quality of the country

INDIA. ■ 

liAHOitE, Dec. T). — Gen. lloberts lias 
gained a coniplcto victory over the 
Ameer's forces, ctipturiiig Peiwar Klio- 
tal and all the Afghan cannon. The 
enemy's lo.ss is heavy ; Hritish lo.s.s, SO 
killed and wounded. Capt Kelso, of 
the artillery, and Capt Anderson, of 
the Pioneerii, an; among the killed. 

Cleii. Roberts telegraphs from Peiwar 
Khottil, under date of the I'd, as fol- 
lows: During the night of Deceinbor 
1st the Afghan position was turned hy 
a llaiik inarch over Speugwai Pass. 
We surprised the enemy at daybreak of 
tho 2d, when the 7 2d Highlanders and 
5th Cioorkhas gallantly drove the Af- 
ghans from several position.s. Thoy 
afterwards eiule;Lvored to reach Peiwar 
Kliotiil. But the a.ssault couhl not be 
delivered on that side. We then 
threatened the enemy in the rear and 
attacked ami carried Peiwar Khotal at 
about 1 o'clock in the afternoon. The 
enemy liad on the previous evening re- 
ceived reiiiforcenieiits of four regi- 
ments. Thoy fought desporatoly aiul 
their artillery was well served. Their 
defeat, however, was complete. We 
captured 1 S gun.s and a largo quantity 
of ammunition. C)iir loss was moderate, 
considering the number of our ojipoii- 
oiits and tlie dillleult nature of the 
country. Mtijor Anderson, of the 
Pioneers, was killed. Gen. Cobbe and 
Lieut Munro, of the 72d ITighlanders, 
were wounded. ( )ur men behaved ad- 
mirably. \\'e .'^b.ill move towards 8uh- 
tar Gurihiii Pass Thursday, Dei;, ."ith.

PAIHFUL SCENES IH THE FEVEH-STRiCKEN TOWN. 

Tho Rev. Will. G. MeCracken, in St. 
Mark's Church, New York, on Sunday 
evening last, said that his heart had 
hardly yet recovered from its many 
stabs, and that it was painful to recall 
his e.\]ierience in Gremuhi, JMisis., but, 
because oue^ whilehe was a missionary, 
the Ladies' Aid Society of St. Clark's 
had upheld his hands when he needed 
supjiort, ho felt eonipelletl to comply 
with the rc(p;c3t of the rector,the Rev. 
Dr. Rylance, to relate his experience 
there. The fever lay upon the little 
town for seventy-tive long day.s. C)f 
the forty or fifty persons jiresent in his 
church on tho Sabbath when the yellow 
fever first broke out, thirty are now 
dead. It w:iH decided not to bold an- 
other service in the church, but his or- 
gtmist, a good woniiin, w hose memory 
he loved to dwell on, begged him to 
have one more. He yielded, and he 
was glad that ho did, because it was 
the last that she heard. In her iimo- 
ccnt and beautiful simplicity, she 
thought that her rector wa.s going to 
sutler jirivatioii and hardship on ac- 
count of tho outbreak of the fever. Slio 
did not know of the North's gpm>rosity. 
She died too soon. Wliile sick she 
begged tho rector to take a little money 
that she iuid saved. It was all in a 
siiiidl imrso. She grow sicker rapidly. 
He took the iiiirse, saying to her, 
"Now 1 have it. ISe satistied, iind get 
well." Within a few hours she died. 
That purse was to him a sacred thing. 
Her desire had been to have a cress 
]jlaced on tho altar. By accident he 
had told the circumstance of her death 
to ii clergyman in New York. "Go," 
he said, ".and buy such a cross as she 
desired, but do not l(;t it be a cheap 
one. L'^se her money if you will so far 
as it ft-ill go, and I will pay for the 
rest" The ne.xt week after that last 
service in tho church, one-half of tho.',e 
who had tittendeil died. 

"Then," .Mr. Mct.'rackeii .said, "we 
held service in the court-house. I ro- 
muniber that it was the only time in 
my life that I broke down in tho ser- 
vice. A^^len I came to the prayer, 'lu 
time of great sickness and mortality,' a 
gentleman began to cry, and in a few 
minutes we were all sobbing. I was 
for a time unable to proceed, but I re- 
mained on my knees and strength came 
to me. I finished the prayer but that 
ended the service. Tlie next week half 
of those that attended that service were 
dead. I well remember the first funer- 
als in niy parish. Three sisters and 
their mother were stricken down. I 
could not get a female to attend them. 
At last I a.sked a man who had had a 
jad character, but who had been con- 
verted, to go and wait at the bedside of 
the sickest of the women. He did so. 
She died, and ;it her funeral went only 
that man, the undertaker, and myself. 
Soon another sistei' died, and at Jier 
funeral were only the undertak<;rand I. 
The third sister was buried without a 
service. At nine o'clock one evening I 
talked witli her. I thought sho would 
recovei'. Early next morning, while 
riding in from a suburb, 1 passed an 
undertaker's wagon, coiitaininga cofiin. 
When 1 arri\ ed in town I learned that 
the coiliii was lier.s. 

The third who died in my church 
■was a beautiful girl. I loved her for her 
Chrlsti;iii cliaractei-. Her mother had 
been stricken down. W^! did not dare 
to let her know of her d:iuj,'hter's death. 
Wc had to [Hit the body in a codiii up 
stiiirs ami carry it down a rear stair- 
way outside the building. I was 
troubled to know where to hold the 
services. .\t last I told the undertaker 
to set tliecoiiin on tho sidewalk. As I 
began to read the ser\-icc several per- 
sons who were passing stopped, and, 
baring their heaths, reverently knelt 
Tears filled my eyes, ^ did not see the 
book I held. I looked through the 
book and collin lid at the girl herself. 
None who knelt about that cofiin now 
survive. 1 saw men break down like 
children. They acted like children and 
died like children, but without the 
beautiful faith of children. And Isaw 
brave girls go from house to house till 
tlui stroke came upon them, and then 
saw them die without repining. From 
my experience in Grenada I have learn- 
ed that "As th}' days, so shall thy 
strength be.''
